Applicant hereby requests a Suspension of Action in the above-captioned application 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.103(a) for a period of six (6) months. The present application is 
owned, through an Assignment from the inventor, by NefFax, Inc. ("NetFax"). The assignment 
was duly recorded in the Patent Office. 

On May 14, 2002, NetFax filed for bankruptcy protection in the United States 
Bankruptcy Court For The District of Maryland under Chapter 1 1 of the Bankruptcy code. Its 
filing status was converted to Chapter 7 on June 21, 2002. Attached is a copy of a notice 
evidencing NetFax's Chapter 7 status which was issued by the Bankruptcy Court. 

The present application is one of the assets in the bankruptcy estate of NetFax. In order 
to preserve the value of this asset while prospective purchasers of the estate complete their due 
diligence and to allow a new owner full discretion over the prosecution of this appliation, a 
suspension of action of six (6) months is respectfully requested.
